Law Honesty and 
Lawyers 


Mr Justice Brewer of the United 
States supreme court has started a lively 
discussion among the attorneys by 
adress befoie the Ethical Culture society 
of New York, in which he delivered 
pointed warning against the commercial- 
izing of the profession, holding that a 
lawyer owesa duty to society and to 
himselfthat should prevent him from 
subordinating everything to serve his 
clients. Justice Brewer declared thata 
lawyer has no right to barter his 
integrity or prostitute his honor 
conscience because his client is willing 
to pay him for doing so. 
The question as to whetheranattorney 
shonld defend a client known to him to 
be guilty is one that has been dehated 
since the establishment of legal tribun- 
als, but Justice Brewer brings up a new 
qnestion, one growing out of the m dru 
uay conditions, and directed especially 
to the corporation lawyer. After refer- 
ring to some of the trust promoters of 
the day and their methods, the Justice 
says: 
Counsel responding to such clients 
may in one sense of the term be hon- 
est, but it is a negative honesty. Itis 
an honesty whioh regards simply the 
client, the statute and the pay. It is 
an honesty which ignoresthe fact that 
both client and counsel are members of 
society and assumes that there is no 
moral obligation upon either to res- 
pect the general welfare,

A BIT OF HISTORY. 


(Strathcona Plaindealer.) 
Our esteemed contemporary, The 
Chronicle, has this week launched 
forth as a daily publication, under 


since Hannah |the editorship and management of 


Mr. James Weir, lately secretary of 
the Strathcona Board of Trade. We 
congratulate the management of The 
Chronicle upon their enterprise and 
extend our sympathy in the difficul- 
ties that beset their pathway, sym- 
pathy drawn from our own deep 
wells of experience and which we 
trust may not be repeated in their 
career, 

The Editor of The Chronicle is 
slightly in error when he states that 
his paper is the first daily published 
in Strathcona. He is doubtless not 
aware that The Plaindealer publish- 
ed a daily in this town nine years 
ago and claims the honor, if honor 
it be, of having started the first 
daily paper, not only in Strathcona, 
but in northern Alberta and the ge- 
cond one in the Northwest Territo- 
ries, now constituting the provinces 
of Saskatchewan and Alberta. The 
Calgary Herald being the first. 

Hereby hangs a tale which has ne- 
ver been told before in the columns 
of this or any other paper and may 
be of interest as ancient history to 
old timers and new comers in Strath- 
tona today. 

It was the summer of 1898, when 
the Klondyke rush was at its height 
and thousands of men passed 
through Strathcona and Edmonton 
on their way to the gold fields. 


‘Trade was very brisk in the two 
towns. The prospectors all had 
money and_ spent freely. There 


were just two papers in the district. 
The Bulletin in Edmonton issued a 
semi-weekly and The Plaindealer in 
South Edmonton (Strathcona) pub- 
lished weekly. 

The total population of the ‘two 
towns was prpbably about that of 
Strathcona today. Everybody \won- 
dered why Frank Oliver didn't make 
the Bulletin a daily publication. 
The Plaindealer wondered also. An 
enterprising vendor of printing mma- 
‘chinery happened along in disgust 
‘because he could not sell to the fu- 
turé Minister of the Interior an out- 
fit for a new plant. He came to 
the youthful and inexperienced pro- 
prietors of The Plaindealer and daz- 
zled us with visions of Klondykers’ 
gold running into our pants pockets 
{through the mediums of a _ daily 
hewspaypr rv, We bit. 
| We ordered machinery galore, can- 
tracted lor telegraphic service, open- 
ed a branch office in Edmonton and 
proceeded to cover the field as quick- 
ly and thoroughly as possible before 
our friend The Bulletin should see 
|the opportunities that we were 
|grasping. One partner went to Cal- 
‘gary to engage printers and the 
other went on a canvass far gub- 
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scriptions and advertising. Our o | 
terprise was lauded on every i 
and a fair but cautious patronage 
was extended. 

In a few days we were ready (7) 
for the venture. We paid the pas- 
sage of several printers from Calga- 
ry, assuring tham union pay, oiled 
up the old Washington hand press 
(more correctly known as the man- 
killer) and went at it. The _ tele- 
grams came along and we had the 
old Bulletin faded on news ‘both 
home and foreign. But it was a 
desperate struggle, every man in the 
employ had to work fourteen hours 
a day and the employers twenty. It 
was strenuous indeed. 

At the end of three days there was 
a council of the general staff, with 
the unanimous agreement that dis- 
cretion was the better part of valor 
and we should call the daily off be- 
fore the sheriff took possession or 
Frank Oliver got home from Regina. 

There was a shout of joy from the 
printers when we told them it was 
all off and the Plaindealer would 
r?sume the even tenor of its way as 
a local weekly, casting aside until a 
more convenient season the majestic 
role of a metropolitan daily. That 
night we cancelled the orders for te- 
legraphic despatches, paid off all the 
men, countermanded machinery or- 
ders and next morning bought rail- 
way tickets for the imported print- 
ers, closed up our Edmonton office 
and the Jims proceeded to run the 
whole show themselves as of yore 
editing and printing ‘“The Alberta 
Plaindealer’’ ‘published weekly at 
the office on Whyte Avenue East.’’ 

“Once bitten, twice shy’’ has for 
nine years been a proverb of the 
Plaindealer management religiously 
regarded, Times have changed, how- 
ever, and what was a _ foolhardy 
trick nine years ago may be sound 
business enterprise today. Let us 
hope so anyway and wish our es- 
teemed contemporary long life and 
prosperity as a daily and a weekly 
newspaper.

By-law No. 190. 


A Byslaw authorizing a 
Bonus to the Bailey Soap 
Company and for rais- 
ing the funds necessary 
for that purpose. 


WHEREAS the Council of the City of 
Strathcona deems it advisable to grant 
to the Bailey Soap Company, which 
proposes to establish a factory for the 
manufacture of soap and other articles 
of commerce in the City of Strathcona, 
the following bonus :— 


(a) A free grant of lands within the 
limite of the City of Strathcona not ex 
ceeding in cost to the city the sum of 
Four Thousand Seven Hundred and 
Fifty Dollars ($4,750). 


(b) Water to be supplied from the 
City waterworks system at the rate 
charged by the City to other manufac- 
turing establishments in the City. 


(ec) A fixed assessment on the entire 


land, stock, plant and buildings of the 
Company, of Five Thousand Dollars for 
the first ten years and Ten Thousand 
Dollars ior the next ten years, from the 
date of the final passing of this by-law. 


{d) A loan of Ten Thousand Dollars 
for Twenty years from the date of mak- 
ing such loan; for the firet five years 
free of interest; for the next ensuing 
fifteen years at the rate of interest 
which the Citv shall pay or allow asa 
discount upon the moneys borrowed by 
the City for the purpose of carrying out 
the provisions of this by-law; the said 
The Bailey Soap Company to repay 
One Thousand Dollars of principal at 
the end of each yeur after the 
tenth year; the said The Bailey 
Soap Company to have the 
privilege of paying off the eaid loan en- 
tirely or in part at any date when any 
payment of interest or principal shall 
become due. 


AND WHEREAS in order to pur- 
chase the said lands and provide the 
funds necessary for such loan it will be 
necessary to borrow the eum _ of 
$14,750.00, which is the amount of the 
debt intended to be created by this by 
law,.the proceeds of the svid debentures 
to be applied to the purpose aforesaid 
and to no other, 


AND WHEREAS it is desirable to ie- 
sue the said debentures at one timeand to 
make the principal of the said debt re- 
payable by yearly sums during the 
period of twenty years, being the cur- 
rency of the said debentures; said year- 
ly sums being of such _ respective 
amounts that the aggregate amount 
payable in each year for principal and in- 
terest shall be us nearly as possible 
equal to the amount so payable in each 
of the other nineteen years. 

AND WHEREAS (a) the amount of 
the debt intended to be created by this 
by-law is the said sum of $14,750.00, 


AND WHEREAS (b) the period over 
which the indebtedness is to be spread 
is the said period of twenty years. 

AND WHEREAS (c) the rave of in- 
terest to be paid is five per centum per 
annum, payable yearly. 

AND WHEREAS Cd) the amount of 
rateable property in the City according 
to the last revised assessment roll is 
$2,161,594,00, 

AND WHEREAS the amount of the 
existing debenture debt of the City is 
$211,700.00, whereof no part is in 
arrears, 


THEREFORE the Council of the City 
of Strathcona, duly assembled, enacts 
as follows :— 

1. ° The Council of the City of Strath- 
cona shall grant tothe said The Bailey 
Soap Company, the bonus hereinbefore 
set forth, upon such security for ths re- 
payment of the said loan by the said 
The Bailey Soap Company and for the} 
establishment and maintenance of the | 
said proposed factory, as the Council 
shall by by-law hereafter determine.
